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This 38mm Timmins Coin Club 1Oth 
Anniversary / Porcupine Gold Camp 
Wooden Nugget was issued in 1975 
in 3 different colour combinations.

These late 1984-1985 45mm woods read “TIMMINS CITY WITH A HEART OF GOLD” and 
“THE LARGEST MINING MUNICIPALITY IN THE WORLD” and the other side has “City of 
Timmins” and a name. The images are legendary prospectors Tommy Jack and Maggie 
Leclair aka Princess Maggie of Kamiskotia (check out this You Tube video on these 2 
prospectors at https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=GbcA_9zzJpO) and woods are part of 
a series of 7 (5889-021—5889-027, 250 of each issued— the others are

prominent members’ of the 
community. 


In 1973 Timmins, South Porcupine, 
Schumacher (Tisdale), Mountjoy, 
and Porcupine (Whitney) were 
amalgamated to become the City of 
Timmins (in District Cochrane) 
nickname “The Super City” (nearly 
3,000 sq km) before the name “The 
City With A Heart of Gold” was 
adopted. 














Albert Listed These As “International” Woods! 





These woods (which are not listed in the CAWMC catalogue) were included in the sheets of “international” woods in Albert 
Kasman’s collection: 


KARAMURSEL, TURKEY FIRST ANNUAL COIN SHOW MAY 1973 
Your Editor believes this was actually held at the Karamursel Air Station which was a U.S. base particularly since 


this wood is in English. It appears the club may have lasted until 1977. If anybody has more information, please 
Share. 









LE WESTERN Paris Hilton 


This swizzle stick is from the Cowhead restaurant bar in the 
1970s at the Le Western—The Paris Hilton. Today, your Editor 
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cannot pull up a Le Western Paris Hilton hotel only a Le Westin Paris Hilton / Hilton Opera Paris hotel. No info on wood, 
doesn’t fit hotel’s glamour either. Possibly issued by hotel tobacco shop or bar. 


REVERSION OF OKINAWA MAY 1972 - this one is self-explanatory, recognizing 25 years 
of friendship between Japan and U.S. returning Okinawa back to Japanese rule. This 
wood is actually incorrect as in 1972 it was 27 years that Okinawa was under U.S. Ad- 
ministrative control as many sources confirm. Therefore, your Editor does not believe 
this wood was issued by a government or military or veterans administration, but was 
likely a personally issued wood. 





FRANKENMUTH Woodcarving School / Schnitzelbank Shop 
BAVARIAN FESTIVAL - this 1970s wood is not from Germany 
but the U.S. (Michigan). An Old World woodcarver and 
sculptor (George Kellhofer) living in Frankenmuth (Michigan)

Pigeons on Woods! 





This 1993 45mm round wood (5178-007) blue / blue had an issue of 575. As it shows, the 
Canadian Racing Pigeon Union Inc. was founded in 1929. CRPUI is a union dedicated to pro- 
moting the sport of racing pigeons. Pigeons are one of the most underrated species. Some 


interesting facts are: 


The stock markets of the world used racing pigeons until 1966 to get the news of the day 
trading from one city to another. 


Today racing pigeons are used in humanitarian efforts to fly blood out of the deepest jungles 
in Africa to be tested for the aids virus. 


Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth Il alongside her love for horses and corgi dogs, also races 
pigeons from the Royal Lofts at Sandringham. 


Racing pigeons have been known to fly 700 miles in a single day. 


That’s why many major world armies still retain their racing 
pigeon flocks. Keep your eyes on the skies!

This 9735-005 Newton Inn, Surrey (B.C.) 38mm round wood was issued 

in 1985, quantity 500, ink Black / Black, and is in the catalogue under 

Bender’s Kitchen, even though the obverse reads “compliments of | 
Briscoe Fine Foods’. 


In December 2006 Rebecca Bollwitt of Farewell HOzone posted this 

blog, “I’m totally late on this but it wasn’t until we actually drove down 

the King George about a week ago that | discovered that the Ozone Nightclub (and consequently, Delanie’s Show Lounge) 
have been razed. Now it’s nothing but a big gaping hold (no... pun... intended...). While we were having a drink with J.J. 
from the Canucks Hockey Blog last night, he and | talked about the ‘old days’ in Surrey. Oddly enough, 3 of 5 hosts of The 
Crazy Canucks Podcast grew up in Surrey, but | digress. This summer the city went through with plans to develop 7300 
King George Highway, and the Newton Inn, show lounge and club were no longer the right fit for the neighbourhood.” 


The phone number on the wood for Briscoe Fine Foods belong to Elyot Waller in Burnaby (B.C.). Your Editor was unable to 
bring up any information regarding Briscoe Fine Foods anywhere in B.C., nor for Bender’s Kitchen, even as part of Newton 
Inn. 





Wood Show Dollar 


This 45mm round inclused wood is listed as 5272-010, issued 
2003, quantity unknown, for the Durham (Ontario) Wood Show 
Anniversary (date in ink 1986). So it’s not clear from the cata- 
logue if this wood was issued in 1986 and discovered in 2003, or 
what is the importance of the 1986 date (17 yrs before 2003). 
Your Editor feels the catalogue should read 1986. Two on -line 
vendors list this wood as issued in 1986. Wood carver and artist 
Otis Tamasauskas confirms he exhibited at this show, and has 
pictures from the 1986 event. Hamilton has its 21st wood show 
this year, and Woodstock its 30th, as the wood shows seem to 
move form city to city at least in Ontario if not all of Canada. 





Now on the chance the 2003 is correct in the catalogue, the only wood show held in Durham in 2003 was Welbeck’s. Now 
in 2015, the 12th Annual Welbeck 2-day Wood Expo took place August 7 and 8 in Durham, having held the show every 
year since inaugural show in 2003. 


In the years 1845 to 1854 settlers were coming into Bentinck Township to settle on the 100-acre grant of land available to 
them, provided that within 4 years a suitable dwelling (at least 18 x 24) was erected and at least 12 acres cleared. 


One such settler, Pat Walsh (of County Armagh, Ireland) took up land in 1849 and built his log cabin near the river Styx on 
Lot 15. From the Walsh family history, we learn that some kind of a lumber operation was in progress at that time in the 
fine stands of Pine, Cedar, Tamarack, Hemlock, Basswood and Elm growing on the flood plain of the river.

Free Wood of the Month of January 2016 reported by Ross Kingdon 


The featured wood for January is from France Waychison (2015 RCNA convention) and 
many will Know ‘purple’ is her signature colour, she loves Monarch butterfies, and her tag 
line is the French Laissez Le Bon Temps Rouler which means “let the good times roll”. 
Now this is also written as ‘laissez les bons temps rouler’ which is the Louisiana Cajun 


version and means ‘make merry, let the good times roll’. This wood was also issued as 2450-086 
Blue both sides.

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Brighton is a town in Northumberland County (150km / 93mi east of Toronto and 100km / 
62mi west of Kingston). The Murray Canal is at the east end of the town. Last century, Brighton 
was primarily an agricultural community, specializing in the farming of apples and production of 
new apple types. However, in this century many of the original orchards have been partially 
removed, to make way for a steadily growing population, and more profitable agricultural 
produce (such as wheat, corn and soybeans). In the 1970s, the population never grew past 
4,000 however, by 2011 the population was now nearly 11,000 with a higher than average 
percentage of those retired. This is common, as the quiet, clean and friendly atmosphere of 
many smaller towns near Lake Ontario tend to draw the elderly as popular places for retirement 
living. The Presqu’ile Provincial Park is just south of the town centre. The park is noted for bird-

ee OTA! Canal (which didn’t open until 1889) across the historic Isthmus of Murray. 


On July 13, 1973 at 7:30 in the evening, a tornado (twister) lasted only 32 seconds but 
destroyed City Hall, the steeple of the Presbyterian Church, and toppled most maple trees along 
Main Street, but luckily only one person was injured. Now in August 2012, a 72-year old diver 
(from Belleville) discovered HWS Speedy shipwreck artifacts near Brighton, this ship 
disappeared during a fierce storm in 1804. Built between 1853-1869 the Proctor House in 
Brighton is home to many ghost stories and balls of light. This house is now a museum and has 
seen plenty of tragedy over the years (learn more at www.proctorhousemuseum.ca).
